Online Voter Registration Keeps Texas Voter Rolls Clean 

• The Secretary of State will be able to instantly check a voter’s eligibility and the 
accuracy of their registration before putting the record into the voter rolls. 

• Online registration will also provide more complete data for a voter’s record. This 
reduces the possibility of fraud by creating more unique identifiers for each voter 
as well as gives election officials more data points to check when validating an 
absentee or provisional ballot, so validly-cast ballots can be counted. 

• Additional identifiers will assist in future list maintenance when individual 
moves, passes, or becomes ineligible for some other reason. 

Online Voter Registration will confirm Identity, Citizenship, and Residency 

• Online registration eliminate errors, system does not permit inaccurate or 
missing names, erroneous birthdates, non-verifiable DL’s or SSN’s - no match, 
no registration, and raises a flag if suspicious. 

• ID required. To register, the citizen will need a DL or State ID with the ID in 
their possession. 

• Authenticates each person, each application - more verification than required by 
federal Help America Vote Act (HAVA). 

• Confirms the citizenship or legal status of individual in the DMV system using 
system, will reject the application if not a citizen, not eligible or not in the system. 

• Texas is REAL ID compliant: system verifies identity and citizenship, verifies 
date of birth - birth certification; in-person if not previously confirmed. 

Online Voter Registration is More Secure 

• Online registration is significantly more secure than paper registrations alone 
because the registration can be instantly checked with other state agencies to 
confirm a registrant’s identity and eligibility. The possibility of human error is 
also nearly eliminated. 

• State voter registration databases and Department of Motor Vehicles 
cybersecurity protected by state agencies. 

• Reduces the number of registrations by third party registration groups before 
major election. 

• Voters trust a government agency registration portal over the passing of personal 
identifiable information to strangers, more susceptible to fraud or misuse.
